as rising earlie'reach mbrnjng, and Increas- 
ing In lustre, she outshines every star in 
the flrmanent and holds her place id the 
heavens long .after every twinkling; sta^ 
has disappeared, and 6ven after the all- 
conquering sun has made his appearance 
above the eastern horizon, ' On the 28th, 
she reaches her period of greatest brillian- 
cy as morning star. This event 'occurs 
about thirty-six; days after her inferior- 
conjunction.. One-fourth of her erillgb,t- 
cned disc is ihen turned towards the earth, 
and she is jaboujt 40°. w(!st of the 
sun. 


These two conditions explain the culmina- 
tion of hcr| power. Before this period, 
though the disc is larger,; the' part illum- 
ined is smaller, and, after this period, the 
disc is smallter, though'tr e part Illumined 
is larger. Venus will; be clothed in her 
most glorious apparel, oh and about the 
28th, rising at-that time more than three 
hours before the suu.

On the 29th at o o'clock In the 
afternoon Saturn is in quadrature on the 
sun's western side. ! Efe has then accom- 
plished half the disttlnee from conjunction 
to opposition, and will soon reach a fapor- 
able position for observation. We must 
not, however, expect to behold him In the 
brilliant garb that nas marked his appear- 
ance for the last few years, lie is grad- 
ually passing into unfavorable conditions. 
His rings are apparently closing around 
him, he is moving southward, and travel- 
ling away from the sun towards the aphe- 
lion. 
In a few years he will take on the 


aspect of a dull, murky star, the ill-boding 
Saturn that exerted such baneful influ- 
ences iti astrological horoscope^.
